The career of Raymond L. Bernier, father 
of the Journal of Finance and Oppor- 
tunities of Today—a career pyrotechnically 
unexcelied in the field of wildcat finance—is 
drawing to a close.

From Magazine to Oil. 

It was only eight years ago that Bernier, 
then about 80 years old, began in San Fran- 
cisco the publication of a magazine called 
“ Architectural Art.“ He was so much 
taken with the early numbers that he set out 
for New York to obtain enn assistance 
in backing it. 

In the buffet car of the limited train he be- 
came acquainted with a man from Texas. 
It was just at the time the Beaumont oil 
craze was at its height, and the * 
was a promoter. 

“ You're wasting your time in the mag 
azine business, he told Berner. Get into 
the oil business. I'll give you a big block 
of stock, and you see how much you can 
make on it.“ 

Bernier made the experiment. Its results 
led him to make a visit to Beaumont to size 
up the fields for himself. He liked the pros- 
pect and began the publication of the Oil 
Reporter,” the chief purpose of which was 
to advertise his stocks. 

Moderate success came to him, but when 
he sold his publication and went back east 
there was a question of some $15,000 that was 
left unsettled. From the east he came te 
Chicago in 1906. The oll fever had given way 
to the Goldfield excitement, and when he 
opened offices in the Security oe it 
was as a mining broker. 


“Journal of Finance” a Hummer. 

His magazine for the encouragement of 
this new business was the Journal of Fi- 
nance, and it was handled on @ large scale, 
Financial experts in the largest cities of 
the country contributed articles to its pages, 
and more than 100,000 copies were sent out 
each week. His equipment for handling his 
mailing list was pronounced unusually com- 
piete. 

Through the prestige established by the 
names of his writers, Bernier began to find 
customers at once. It was advertised that 
he had contracts with a Goldfield firm that 
conducted a business of leasing claims for 
operations, anf hat he was selling stock for 
these leasing sompanies. It was supposed 
that he wa, given shares of the Mohawk 
properties at 15 cents, which he sold at 
20 cents and later at 30 cents. It was repre- 
sented that his brother-in-law, Lloyd Russell, 
was at the scene of operations as his field 
manager. 

Some of the stocks which he is said to 
have sold now are priced at 2% cents a share, 


and at the same time it is declared that he 


never had in his possession some of the 
stocks which he sold, and that Mr. Russell 
had no business connection with him. 


Slow to Deliver Stock Sold. 

The postoffice inspectors working on the 
case have been told that when he received 
$300 for 1,000 shares of stock he sometimes 
acknowledged its receipt, stating that the 
certificates would be mailed as soon as they 
came from Goldfield. Perchance they were 
gome of the shares which were held in escrow 
from the leasing companies by local banks. 

In such cases, it was said, he held the cer- 
tificates as long as possible, and when he was 
compelled to mail them to the buyers soon 
recovered possession of them by a declara- 
tion that ah opportunity offered for a sale at 
an advanced price. By this method he was 
able to sell the same stock two or three 
times. When the first buyer became anxious 
to learn why the shares which he had re- 
turned for sale had not been reported upon,

But as if to clinch the genuineness of this 
paper, there is in evidence, offered by Mr.

You dwe it to me to ‘protect and 
care for me and the time has arrived for you 
to do it, as I am needy. 

I have deferred any definite action in this 
matter, thinking you would come to your senses 


and remember your obligations to me and do me 


justice. If you have any suggestions to make 


de prompt in making them. I shall expect a 


reply from you no later than tomorrow, in 
care of the Knickerbocker hotel, Forty-second 
and Broadway, where I shall stop by and call 


for mail. Very truly yours, MAE C. WOOD.

to trust any more publicity on you than is 


necessary.

Failing to get any encouraging response 
to this epistle, the woman began her present 
suit in the early part of 1907. 

One other letter which she wrote to Sena- 
tor Platt is interesting in the line of her cross 
examination. It was dated July 8, 1905, and 
was written from Coronado beach, Califor- 
nia. It contained these words: 

Mrs. Janeway Accused. 

You make an arrangement with my attorney 
for a persenal conference with me within the 
next sixty days or you will wish you had. 1 
have some interesting documents concerning 
the woman you married and I shall not hesi- 
tate to use them if ever it suits my purpose 
to do so. 5 

Telegraph me here as soon as this is re 
ceived, yes or no, I shall not recognize any 
communication from your representatives or 
attorneys.

In one of her letters to Hummel she wrote 
that Old Platt had threatened her if she 
gossiped about Mrs. Janeway, whom Mr.

Mr. Stanchfield asked her why she had 
never followed up the proceedings she began 
in Nebraska against William Loeb, secretary 
to the president, Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wynne, and others to recover damages 
for the theft, as she called it, of her letters.

Through Pet Bull Terrier. 


New York, May19.—[Special. I WIllam H. 
Marsh of 74 Ocean avenue, Brooklyn, re- 
ceived his sentence of death Monday at 
Pasteur institute, 361 West Twenty-third 
street. Last night and this morning he spent 
in setting his affairs in order, for though 
he wae still rational, he could not know at 
what moment the convulsive spasms that 
precede death from hydrophobia would at- 
tack him. ; 

Today at noon he became Gelirious, but 
later in the day his mina cleared again and 
he was able to talk with his wife and his four 
children. Tonight he was said to be comfort- 
able, but neither he nor any ot his three physi- 
— has the slightest hope that he will re- 

er. ; 

He will probably die tomorrow,” said one 
of the doctors, “or the next day at the latest.“ 


Infected in Tending Dog. 


The oddest circumstance that surrounds 
the case is the fact that, so far as he knows, 
Mr. Marsh never was bitten by a dog. That 
he contracted rabies from a 4 year old bull 
terrier is, however, regarded by the doctors 
at Pasteur institute as certain. 

Mr. Marsh, who is now about 57 years old, 
ie among the best known residents of the 
Flatbush section. He is a manufacturer of 
water meters, and at his factory office a 
bull terricr was kept. 

About d weeks ago the dog came into 
the office from the street with a wound in his 
side, which Marsh dressed, and thought no 
more about. Soon after that, however, the 
animal began to act oddly. A veterinary 
surgeon at once was called, and said the dog 
had rabies and should be killed. A police- 
man was called and the dog shot. 


Finds He Has Disease. 


Marsh had no suspicion of danger until last 
Saturday, when ge noticed he had difficulty 
in swallowing. He consulted his family 
physician, Dr. Henry M. Cullinan, who ad- 
vised him to go to Pasteur institute. This he 
did on Monday, and was told he not only had 
rabies in an advanced stage but that in all 
probability his case was hopeless. 

Dr. William L. Wheeler, one of the resident 
physicians at the institute, made the exam- 
ination and diagnosis. 

Pell me the worst,“ said Madsh. “I want 
to know what I have to meet.“ 

In all probability,“ answered Dr. Wheeler, 
“ you must die.“ 

How long do you give me to live?” 

Not long,” replied the physician; “ prob- 
ably not more than four days. There is 
nothing we can do for you here.” 


‘ Doomed Man Makes Will 


So Marsh went home, told his wife and chil- 
dren, and made his will. 

Today his son, Ramsey Marsh, visited Pas- 
teur institute and began the preventive treat- 
ment. He was followed by Miss Edna Thomp- 
son, who also began treatment. Miss Thomp- 
son is employed in Marsh’s office and young 
Marsh is in business with his father. Both 
of them came more or less in contact with 
the dog. and though no symptoms of the 
rabies have been noticed in their cases they 
have decided to be on the safe side. 

“Mr. Marsh was not bitten,“ said Dr. 
Wheeler, “but he must have received the, 
infection through some scratch or other 
abraded surface on his hand which the dog 
licked. Such a case is rare indeed in the 
history of rabies. I do not know more than 
two others, one in this country and one in 
France.“ 


Three Stages in Disease. 


There are three stages recognized in the 
disease called rabies. The first Is that of in- 
cubation. In the second stage convulsive 
spasms seize the sufferer, in which he in- 
tensely desires water, but cannot swallow it. 
The final stage is that of paralysis: Aecord- 
ing to Dr. Wheeler, Marsh was today near 
the second stage of the disease. 

“When I saw Mr. Marsh this,morning,” 
said a friend of the family tonight, his mind 
was clear, but he was suffering from intense 
nervous irritability from nervous spasme of 
throat and mouth. ‘I am not afraid to die,’ 
he said, ‘though I know the kind of death 
I have to meet. I have told my physicians 
that when the convulsions come on I want 
them to give me chloroform, and plenty of it, 
and they have assured me they will do so.’ ” 

Dr. Rambaud, one of the physicians at- 
tached to the local Pasteur institute, has gone 
to Paris for the purpose of investigating 
a serum recently discovered from the use 
of which much is hoped for in cases like 
Marsh's. 7

The police had reports of a dozen or more 
cases of cars having been partially dam- 
aged by the explosion of what they term 
railroad torpedoes. So far as known no one 
had been seriously injured. A ) Was re- 
ported to have been found in a Wade park 
avenue car as it passed analogs Superior ave- 
nue in the business section. 

Altogether seventeen persons are said to 
have received minor injuries during the day 
and night as the result of encounters between 
strikers, street car employés, and the police.

The members of the carmen’s union began 
a series of meetings for the purpose of arous- 
ing sympathy and to appeal'to thg public to 
refrain from using the cars until the strike 
finally is settled. 

At these meetings the proposition also was 
discussed of petitioning the city council to 
order a public vote as to whether the fran- 
chise recently granted and under which the 
Municipal Traction company is operating 
shall become effective. This proposal is 
based upon the new initiative and referendum 
law enacted by the state legislature a few 
weeks ago.

Unable to Influence Father. 


Mr. Sterry’s wife died four years ago, and 


last January he announced his intention 
of marrying Mies Rachel Blaikie, a public 
school teacher of Bast Orange, N. J. The

but were unable to influence their father 
against it. Today George Sterry Jr. went 
to his place of business aa usual, and, pase- 
ing through the office of his brother, ad- 
dressed him casually and then entered his 
father’s private room. Five minutes later 
the reports of a revolver, twice discharged, 
attracted others to the private office. The 
body of the elder Sterry sat upright in the 
chair before his desk and blood trickling

TIME STAMP MAY DECIDE 
BITTERLY FOUGHT LIBEL SUIT. 


Rival Schools of Languages in North 
Avenue Parties to Action—Attor- 
neys Told to Go Outside and Settle. 


A time stamp on a file may lose a bitterly 
fought libel suit to the defendant. The stamp 
showed that the declaration in the case was 
filed at 10:25 a. m. on March 9.

Both schools cater to German emigrants 
eager to learn English in a hurry, and the 
rivalry between them has resulted in the cir- 
culation of letters and posters by each school 
attacking the other. Siebe asks for $1,000 
damages. 

The courtroom was crowded with a demon- 
strative and appreciative audience of parti- 
sans. The altercations between the attor- 
neys became so personal that the court said: 

Stop that! Get through with this wit-

Miss Agnes Skelly Disclosed as 
Head of $10,000,000 Co.

HER ASSOCIATE IS ACCUSED. 


John M. Armstrong Arrested for Get- 
ting $5,000 from C. H. Joy. 


Woman in the financial field never occu- 
pied a more conspicuous place than did 
Miss Agnes Skelly, secretarytreasurer of 
the American Steel Car company, as it was 
revealed in Municipal Judge Gemmill’s court 
at the Harrison street station yesterday. 

In the trial of John M. Armstrong, one of 
her associates in the company, who is ac- 
cused by Charles H. Joy, president of the 
Holcomb Automatic Engine company, of 
obtaining $5,000 from him by fraudulent 
means, Miss Skelly was pictured as the active 
head of a $10,000,000 corporation contem- 
plating 4 bond issue of $3,000,000. 

The figures aroused the idlers in the court- 
room from their dreamland visions of wealth, 
and they sat up to take notice of the meth- 
ods of a queen of finance.” 


Big Sums on Paper. 


Among the startling things they heard men- 
ttoned were the following: 

A $10,000,000 concern whose property consists 
of blue prints and prospectuses. 

A $5,000 loan secured by $1,000,000 of stock. 

A $16,000 (in stock) bonus for the loan. 

A $15,000 (in stock) commission for securing the 
loan. 

It was upon such conditions as these found 
in the structure of the American Steel Car 
company that the complainant made his 
accusation of fraud against Mr. Armstrong, 
who formerly was the senior member of 
the architectural firm of Armstrong & Egan, 
who designed the presert city hell and sev- 
eral other large buildings. 

After unendurable procrastinations in 
meeting the note which he held Joy swore out 
warrants for the arrest of Armstrong and 
Miss Skelly on April 13. The man was ar- 
rested on April 20, but it was found that the 
woman had left the city to go to Washing- 
ton, D. C., where it was said she was to make 
preparations for floating a $3,000,000 bond 
issue. 

She has given a month to the task, and 
detectives who had the warrant to serve 
upon her were beginning to think she never 
would return when Armstrong announced 
that he had received a telegram from her 
stating that she will be in Chicago this morn- 
ing. 

Woman Awaited with Interest, 


Considerable interest is expressed in her 
arrival and there will be a curious throng to 
greet her when she walks into the courtroom. 
Armstrong’s hearing will be resumed at 11 
o'clock and it is expected she will surrender 
herself to the police, give bonds, and be pres- 
ent at that time. 

The veil of mystery that surrounds her will 
exist until then. The few men associated 
with her in such business as that now under 
legal examination remain stanchly faithful 
and persist in the declaration that the car 
company is a legitimate enterprise and that 
no one has been defrauded through it. 

The. woman secretary-treasurer of the 
company is about 40 years old and is said to 
have. made her own living nearly all her life. 
She spends a part of each year in Chicago 
and during that period makes her home with 
her brother-in-law, Dr. George J. Marie, a 
dentist, with offices at 228 Thirty-third 
street, and living at 230 Oakwood boulevard. 
The rest of her time is said to be spent in 
the east. 

Mr. Joy’s story was that last November 
he heard through a friend of an excellent 
investment in a car construction company 
that was being organized. He asked ques- 
tions about the concern and his curiosity led 
K. H. Hughes. vice president of the company 
of which Joy is the head, to introduce him to 


Armstrong. 
Sees Prospectus; Lends $5,000. 


A typewritten prospectus of the company 
and a blue print of the grounds showing 
the sites of the buildings which were to be 
erected were shown. This conference result- 
ed in his going with Armstrong to a bank, 
from which he drew $5,000 in currency to loan 
to the latter. 

Armstrong gave in return a ninety day 
note with his shares in the company, amount- 
ing to a tenth interest, or $1,000,000, as col- 
lateral. Further it was agreed that when'the 
note was taken up Joy was to retain $15,000 
worth of the stock as a bonus and was to 
give Hughes as his commission for nego- 
tiating the loan another $16,000 worth of 


stock.

SCORES MOULTON 
AND ASSOCIATES, 


Attorney Levinson Says They 
Put Through Brazen In- 
surance Fraud. 


DEMANDS CASH’S RETURN. 


Argument in Federal Court on 
Western Life Indemnity 
Charges. 


George M. Moulton, former brigadier gen- 
eral of the IlMnois National guard, was de- 
nounced by Attorney S8. O. Levinson before 
United States Judge Kohlsaat yesterday as 
& promoter of “one of the most brazen 
frauds in the history of insurance com- 
panies.” 

Moultem, as president of the Western Life 
Indemnity company; W. H. Gray, once the 
company’s manager; and E. I. Rosenfeld, 
Gray’s successor, were charged with Illegal 
acts in the report of Master in Chancery 
Henry W. Bishop, Mr. Levinson argued that 
the report should be accepted and the men 
be ordered to pay back to the company large 
sums illegally received. 

In substance the master’s report recom- 
mends that Gray should be decreed to pay 
back to the company $125.000 alleged to have 
been received by him for transferring his 
office of general manager to Rosenfeld and 
that the latter and Moulton should restore to 
the company $200,000 withdrawn from the 
assets of the company for the purchase of 
the Life Insurance Company of nt. 
vanlas malling list.“ 5 b 


Too Late for Criminal Suit. 

I have heard of cases similar to this in 
which there were convictions and sentences 
to the penitentiary,”’ said Mr. Levinson at 
one point in his argument. Ik ft were not 
for the statute of limitations there would 
be criminal prosecutions in this case also. 

Rosenfeld, it is shown by the testimony 
taken by the ster in chancery, paid over 
Ko Gray §125, for the latter’s $12,000 a 
year job. Of course, there was an object 
in his doing that. He knew the company 
was a swindling concern as it was being 
run. He knew also that what he was doing 
was a violation of the law. 

Nevertheless, there were some confer- 
ences héld, and the dickering went on until 
the deal was finally pulled off. Jan. 16, 1906. 

It was claimed that Moulton, as pres! 
dent, some time before was asking for more 
pay, and that the directors wanted increases 
in salaries, and that Gray was opposed to 
it. A quietus was put upon it, and we hear 
no more about that until Rosenfeld comes 
upon the scene. Rosenfeld and Gray con- 
ferred, and Gray cautioned Rosenfeld not 
to say anything about his proposition to 
anybody, and especially not to say anything 
about it to Moulton, just yet. 


How Moulton Was Placated. 


“Things went along for a while, and 

then it was decided that Moulton would 
have to be placated. Otherwise Rosenfeld's 
deal couldn't gq through. It wouldn't do, 
either, for Gray to see Moulton about it, so 
Rosenfeld did it. He was stopping at the 
Annex, and Moulton was called over there 
to see him and take dinner. On this occa- 
sion Rosenfeld disclosed everything to Moul- 
ton—everything but where and how Rosen- 
feld was to get the $125,000. It was ex- 
‘plained to Moulton by Rosenfeld that Gray 
had recommended that Moulton’s salary as 
president should be increased from $6,000 
to $10,000 a year; that he (Moulton) was a 
valuable man, because he was preminent 
in Masonic circles, 

‘“* Moulton said he would be foolish to turn 
away when opportunity was knocking so 
at his door, and so heagreed. 

„% Rosenfeld agreed to sell the Pennsyl- 


vania company’s lists for $200,000, and thus 


he could get back the $125,000 to be paid 
for Gray's contract and job. This was a 
great scheme and well engineered.” 


Bankrupt Gets Big Loan. 

When Attorney Levinson referred again 
to the payment of $125,000 Judge Kohlsaat 
interposed to ask: 

„Was Rosenfeld bankrupt?” 

“He so testified before the 
chancery,’’ replied Mr. Levinson. 

„% Then how did he get the money?“ 

„He borrowed the money from the West- 
ern Trust and Savings bank, saying he want- 
ed it for only a few hours With the 8125, 
000 he got from the bank he went before 
the buncombe board of directors. The lists 
of the Pennsylvanta company were accepted 
by these directors without examination. 
Rosenfeld paid over to Gray his $125,000. 
He got the $200,000 from the directors the 
same afternoon, went back to the bank, and 
returned the $125,000 he had borrowed, and 
pocketed the remaining $75,000. And inci- 
dentally everybody connected with the run- 
ning of the company got his salary raised. 

“The Penrsylvania company was in the 
hands of a receiver less than a month after 
its lists had, been purchased by the com- 
pany of which Moulton was president.” 

The hearing will be resumed this afternoon.

CITY'S FRONT YARD A ‘DREAM’ 


Model of New Grant Park on Ex- 
hibit Before Board. 


BEAUTIFUL AND PRACTICAL. 


Broad Plaza and Wooded Lake Bank 
Background for Museum. 


It has been claimed by those interested in 
the work that when Grant park reaches its 
full growth Chicago will have the most beau- 
tiful front yard of any city in the United 
States. The detailed model of plaster of paris 
which was exhibited yesterday for the first 
time by Frederick Law Olmsted of Boston 
for the south park commissioners seems to 
bear out the statement. The exhibit was 
made at the Art institute. 

From the sooty network of railroad tracks 
and the malodorous waates of mud and gar- 
bage, there will rise, according to the model, 
& magnificent plaza, deautiful buildings, 
broad meadows, great trees, swimming pools, . 
boat houses, brilliant flower gardens, impres- 
sive boulevards, and winding drives. Above 
all, Chicago will regain its heritage, the lake, 
which will be bordered by high wooded 
banks, surmounted by promenades and 
drives. Large, well equipped rest houses wil! 
look out over the water and boathouses and 
landing places will make access to it easy. 


Museum the Base Point. 

The central point in the scheme is the Field 
Columbian museum, which will be situated 
at the geographical center of the park front- 
ing Michigan avenue from across the Illinols 
Michigan avenue from Ran- 
dolph street to Peck court will be increased 


fgom forty to seventy feet in width and in 


front of the museum from Van Buren to Har 
rison streets it will broaden into a plaza two 
blocks wide and extending at a gentle grade 
600 feet east of the avenue, to the fagade of 
the museum, The plaza w 11 form a giganti¢ 
bridge over the railroad tracks, and with 
the other broad boulevards at Jackson boule- 
yard, Hubbard court, and Peck court will 
practically make a subway of the Illinois 
Central. 

In the center of the plaza it is planned to 
erect a statue of Lincoln. The scene will 
be illuminated by massive electric globes sup- 
ported by bronze standards. 

At the extreme northeast and southeast 
corners of the park boat houses and rest 
houses will be erected. Restaurants will be 
installed and airy plazzas will open on the 
lake. The whole east line of the park will 
be elevated and the elevation surmounted by 
walks and drives between rows of trees. 


Great Fields for Children. 


Jackson. boulevard an@ another broad 
boulevard to be extended from where Hub- 
bard court now ends to the lake will cut the 
park into, three main sections. All the boule- 
vards and drives will be on elevations and 
will inclose great sheltered fields. The fleld 
between Jackson boulevard and Randolph 
street will be converted into a monster play- 
ground, where facilities will be provided for 
the playing of all kinds of games. 

Between Jackson boulevard and Hubbard 
court will be grass plots and gardens sur- 
rounding the museum, and south of Hubbard 
court will be a big meadow. 

Immediately south of the museum and west, 
of the meadow a space has been resesved for 
a great gymnasium and natatorium, to be 
flanked on one side by a oinder running track 
and on the other by an open air pool. 

The Crerar Hbrary will be, placed at a 
point in the park west of the tracks as far 
south of the museum as the Art institute 
is north of it. The space from the Art in- 
stitute to Randolph street either will be 
converted into a first class athletic fleld or 
beautified with flowers and grass and trees, 
which will further hidetherailroad. Monroe 
street will bridge the tracks to meet the 
drive which circles from the museum to 
the eee corner of the park. 


Surprise to the People. 

After explaining all these plans last night, 
Henry: G. Foreman, chairman of the board 
of south park commissioners, said:

nie Frank Wenter matrimonial crash be- 
came more complete yesterday, when Mrs. 
Wenter went into court and filed a suit for 

vorce against the politician who a few days 

was named as co-respondent In another 
divorce case—that of J. F. Stepina against his 
wife. 

Mrs. Wermter’s sult ie for absolute divorce, 
but instead of using the evidence given in the 
Stepina case as her ground for separation 
from her husband, she named another wom- 
an than Mrs. Stepina as the one who hed 
broken up her home. 

The woman named was a Mrs. Dell Myer, 
address not mentioned in the petitions, and of 
whom Mrs. Wenter’s attorney, Louis E. 
Hart, says he knows nothing except that 
Wenter was believed to have been unduly 
fond of her in 1902. It is known that Mrs. 
Myer and Wenter were the subject of gossip 
before his relations with Mrs. Stepina began 
to be noticed. It is said around the county 
building that Mr. Wenter met this woman 
when she was living with another man and 
had won her affections, but that later the 
woman left him for a third man. This Dell 
Myer scandal was known to some people at 
the time Wenter ran for president of the 
drainage board, but it was not used in the 
campaign ageinst him. 


Wenter Transfers Property. 


That Wenter had agreed (or at least had 


been forced to agree) to allow his wife to 
bring suit for divorce, and that the suit will 
not be contested, was evinced yesterday 
when Attorney Hart filed a quitclaim deed 
transferring property to Katherine Davitt, 
a stenographer in Mr. Hart's office. 

The Wenter home at 475 Ashland boulevard 
and other properties. including 100x125 feet 
in West Twelfth street, near Forty-fifth ave- 
nue, and ninety-seven lots in Schumacher 
& Gnaedinger’s addition in the township of 
Leyden, were deeded to Miss Davitt for a 
nominal consideration of $1. 

This property, Attorney Hart said, would 
be transferred to Mrs. Wenter as soon as a 
divorce decree was granted her. In her pe- 
tition she asked for no alimony. 

Mrs. Wenter, however, does ask the cus- 
tody of her three younger children, Law- 
rence, 17 years old, Arnold, 15, and Marte, 10. 
She ask the keeping of the children on the 
ground that Mr. Wenter is morally unfit to 
educate and keep them. She asserted in her 
application for divorce that her husband left 
her in 1901 and that they were married in 
May, 1874, 

Wenter in an Umbrella Duel. 


The difficulties and domestic troubles of 
‘tthe Wenter and Stepina families are said by 
acquaintances to date back over five years. 
Mr. Stepina, so it is said, was one of the prin- 
cipals in an umbrella duel which occurred in 
front of the old Brunswick hotel, 9 Adams 
street, a few years ago. 

The story was hushed up at the time, ft 18 
said, only intimate friends of Wenter and 
Siepina knowing of the street fight, which 
was somewhat similar to the encounter of 
Count Bon! de Castellane and Prince Helie 
de Sagan on the steps of a Paris church. 

Stepina, it is said, learned of the alleged 
connection between his wife and Wenter, 
and on meeting the man he believed was 
breaking up his home gouged his eyes with 
his umbrella. 

A week before the suit was filed by Stepina, 
friends say, the following letter, which was 
intended for his wife, was given to Stepina 
by a maid: 

I shell go crazy if Ido not see you. For heaven's 
sake let me know wheré I can meet you.

If 
they had done anything less than they “did 
yesterday they would have been “ bosses, 
but as a reward of merit they are merely 
managers. They resolved. in a meeting of 
the county central committee, that candi- 
dates for the state legislature, the state 
board of equalization, and for congress should 
be exempt from slate making. 

Mr. Cole, as head of the Legislative Voters’ 
league, does not care about the state board 
of equalization or congress, but he had served 
notice that there would be trouble if the or- 
ganization slated candidates for the legis- 
lature and thus attempted to interfere in the 
operation of the direct primary law. 

It is not admitted that Mr. Cole’s warning 
did the business, but the fact is that the 
committee, in resolving to take up slate mat- 
ters, resolved not to handle the legislative, 
congressional, and board of equalization 
tickets. 

Inferentially, the exclusion of these three 
¢jJasses of offices includes the state ticket 
within the operations of the slate makers, 


although this unsettled question and disturb- 


ing matter of controversy was not taken up 
ut the committee meeting. 
West Offers Resolution. 

State Chairman Roy O. West offered the 
resolution instructing the committeemen to 
bring in the names of all candidates for all 
offices except for the legislature, congress, 
and board of review and hand them in at a 
meeting to be held next Tuesday. Mayor 
Busse seconded it and it wag adopted without 
comment. 

After the next meeting the subcommittee 
of framers will begin work and the organi- 
sation expectation is that almost the entire 
strength of the county committee will be 
behind the slate ticket when it is completed. 

There were only five absentees at the pre- 
liminary meeting, the committeemen who did 
not attend being Congressman William Lori- 
mer, who isin Washington and who is against 
the whole proposition anyway; Judge Willard 
M. McEwen, who never has withdrawn for- 
mally as a candidate for governor; Gov. 
Deneen, Leland Berz, and William Cooke, 
Mr. Cooke came along after the committee 
had adjourned, but was not recorded as being 
among those present. 


State Caucus Plans Wabbling. 


Plane for a state caucus of republicans to 
decide on a state ticket seem to be wabbling 
and the reason assigned is that United States 
Senator A. J. Hopkins has presented his 
claims for notice at the hands of any caucus 
which attempts to pick state candidates. This 
desire for recognition on the part of Mr. 
Hopkins ie said to have had the effect of 
sending the slatemakers to the woods. 

It is said that if they should be coaxed back 
again and should attempt to slate Mr. Hop- 
kine for the senate as well as Gov. Deneen for 
renomination, the Yates forces will have a 
candidate against Mr. Hopkins in about 
twenty-four hours, and that this candidate 
likely will be Speaker ard D. Shurtleff. 


New Busy with Contests. 


Chairman Harry 8. New and Secretary 
Elmer Dover are going over the list of con- 
tests of which notice has been received or 
expected. in an effort to estimate the time 
which will be required for the session of the 
national committee preceding the conven- 
tion. Mr. New expects to issue the call for 
the committee today and will bring the com- 
mitteemen to Chicago’in time to get through 
with the hearings on temporary organization. 

It is Mr. Dover's estimate that there will 
be seven contested state delegations-et-large 
and forty district contests. Until all the cre- 
dentials have been filed with the committee 
there will be no way of knowing with exact- 
ness, but about thirty district contests are 
before the committee now and the others are 
expected in by May 26. 

The committeemen have been proceeding 
on the theory that about fifteen minutes 
should be given to each side in a district 
contest and probably an hour to a side in the 
state contests. At this rate it would take 
something like seven days of sessions, with 
the committee working eight.hours a day. 
to complete the hearings. ? 


FAIRBANKS MEN FOR TAFT? 


Indiana Delegation Has Members Who

CALLS IT REVOLUTIONARY 


Applause Greets Court’s Ruling 
and Strike Parley Now Will 
Be Resumed, 


Judge Charles M. Walker yesterday 2 
fused to issue an injunction against the 
street car men’s union and its officers to re- 
strain them from attempting to cause the 
discharge of nineteen “ seceders from the 
union. 

Im giving his decision Judge Walker quoted 
from President Roosevelt's recent message 
to congress, in which the president depre- 
cated the abuse of injunstions in labor 
cases.“ 

The jurist declared the scope of theinjune- 
tion ‘sought by the eight petitioners, non- 


I union empleyés of the Chicago Railways 


company, was more far reach than any 
similar writ the Circuit court of county 
ever had been asked to issue. 

“Tf the injunction sought properly could 
issue in this case and be sustained, the logical 
consequence would not be far to see, said 
Judge Walker. two or three men of 
any union, whether having joined in good 
faith or not, and whether having resigned 
from good motives or bad ones, could imme- 
diately obtain an injunction and enjoin the 
rest ef the union from quitting work.” 

The courtroom was crowded with conduc- 
tors and motormen, and Judge Walker's 
ruling was greeted with loud applause. Dep- 
uty sheriffs tried in vain to restore order, 
At a sign of mild displeasure from the court, 
however, the applause subsided. 

The immediate effect of the decision will 
be to reopen negotiations between the strike 
committee ofithe union and President John 
M. Roach of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany, which were interrupted last week as a 
result of the filing of the petition for an in- 
junction. 


Seceders’ Novel Arguments. 

Judge Walker devoted the entire day to 
listening to the arguments of courise!l for both 
sides. Attorney Turnbull, representing the 
nonunion complainants, argued that the in- 
junction ought to be issued to protect the 

rights ot the petitioners in their 
jobs and their labor power.“ 

A mass of decisions of various courts in 
eastern states were cited to suatain the con- 
tention of the “ seceders."’ Attorney Turn- 
bull, however, admitted the street car men's 
right to organize and to strike.

One of the first efforts to be made by the 
government officials will be to ascertain 
whether Cashier Montgomery alone was con- 
cerned in and had knowledge of the alleged 
peculations.

Council Committee Recommends an 
Amendment Aimed at Encroachments 
of Cabmen and Autos for Hire.“ 


Night hawks,”’ or the cabmen who pick up

ment to the cab stand ordinance recommend-

Senate Cuts Out President. 

Finally, the house bill provides for a 
currency commission of eighteen members, 
one-third representatives, with the same pro- 
portion of senators and of persons appointed 
by the president. The new senate bill, which 
is now before the conference, provides for 
nine members from the senate, the same 
number from the house, and none appointed 
by the president. This feature of the senate 
bill was not intended as a slight to President 
Roosevelt in any way, but is merely a recog- 
nition of the fact that the problem is purelx 

a legislative one, which, the senaté believes, 
should be disposed of by a joint congre- 
sional commission, without any assistance 
from the outside, which is the same prin- 
ciple adopted already for the proposed re- 
vision of the tariff after election. 

This comparative analysis shows how little 
there really is between the senate and the 
house. If the senate will accept the general 
principle of using commercial paper and 
other bank assets as a basis for circulation, 
all the rest will be easy. 

Treasury experts and others have de- 
clared that the machinery worked out by 
Mr. Vreeland is practical.

A pro has been made, therefore, 
that in addition to providing for the issue 
of cireulation through national clearing 
houses there should be a provision that in- 
dividual banks may secure the same kind 
of circulation by depositing approved state, 
municipal, county, and district * direct 
with the treasury, as provided in the orig; 
inal bill. 

This would secure independent action to 
the individual banks, while at the same time 
it would prevent the issue of circulation 
based on the general assets unless guaranteed 
by the clearing house with a large aggre- 
_gate capital and surplus. —

Lower Branch of Congress Continues 
Cleaning Up Process Preparatory 
to Adjournment. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—The house 
today again showed its capacity for work 
and, having adjournment this week in mind, 
continued the cleaning up process. Thecon- 
ference report on the legislative appropria- 
tion bill was agreed to; conference reports 
on the agricultural and fortifications appro- 
priation bills were received; the bill making

There is a hostile committee 
barring the way to a favorable report on 
an injunction measure, just as there was 
a committee unfriendly to the financial bill 
which the house wanted. 

The prospect of obtaining any kind of a 
port on an injunction measure from the 
committee on judiciary is considered hope- 
less. Chairman Jenkins, Representative Lit- 
tlefield, and one or two other republican 
members of that committee appear to be 
irrevocably opposed to tampering with the 
present law in any way.

It makes the exception that if it shall 
clearly appear to the satisfaction of the court 
by the distinct averment of the bill, supported 
dy affidavita, that irreparable injury will 
probably occur in case notice be given, or in 
case of delay until notice can be given, and 
that application for an injunction has not 

been unduly delayed, the court or judge may 
grant a restraining order. 

This order shall recite facts because of 
which notice is dispensed with, shall fix a 
time not exceeding five days thereafter at 
which application for a preliminary injunoc- 
tion shall be heard, and shall be in force only 
until the application for a preliminary in- 
junction shall be decided. This must be with- 
in two days.

Some Other Awards. 

In each of the five districts, which have 
been formed by drawing a line around groupe 
of wards in various parts of the city, there 
will be many gardens that will no doubt be 
exceedingly! creditable, and it is proposed 
to give those honorable mention. But there 
are other consolations for those who are 
not fortunate enough to win any of the cash 
prizes. 

The Illinois Heater and Manufacturing 
company will award twenty-five of the IIII- 
nois self-watering flower boxes, to be given 
to persons who do not qualify or obtain one 
of the cash prizes. Five boxes will be dis- 
tributed among competitors in each of the 
five divisions of the city. 

Finally, the Horticultural society of Chi- 
cago will award a beautifully engraved silver 
medal for the best garden by a boy or girl 
whose age ranges from 12 to 18 years. 

The interest that attaches to this medal 
may be gathered from the fact that a great 
many of the entries are made by boys end 
girls, and some of the most Interested of the 
juveniles have even sent colored drawings 
of the gardens they propose to have this 
summer.

Among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of "—office. The governor has 
an inalienable right to seek nominations 

as long as life lasts. 

2 udging from the governor's remarks 
day before yesterday to a sympathetic 
audience, largely made up of officehold- 
ers, he believes that he has given the peo- 
ple a good administration, and that they 
know it, and will stand by him—that is, 
the republican part of the people WII 
and renominate and reélect him. That is 
a comforting belief. If the people feel as 
the governor thinks they do it would be 
a pity to deny them an opportunity to 
keep him where he i. 

There are republicans who have criti- 
cised some of the features of the manage 
ment of state affairs since Gov. Yates 


came into office. He defies and bids them 


“come on.” They are, he says, only an 
ineffectual minority of the people. That 
is a matter which can be settled con- 
elustvely only by the race for a renomi- 
pation which the governor intends to make. 
If it shall turn out that he is mistaken 
he will not be the first man who has taken 
the approbation of his appointees for that 
of the public, or who has had a higher 
opinion of his own merits than that en- 
tertained by the community. 

It is the expressed intention of the gov- 
ernor to travel around among the people 
who admire his administration so much, 
grasp their honest hands, gaze upon their 
emiling faces, and listen to the music of 
their cheers. He is to have a rally in 
every county in the state, at which he 
will deliver a speech and answer all the 
charges which have been made against 
him. It will take at least 102 speeches 
to do that. Perhaps he can manage to 
give Cook county more than one speech. 
He delivered an address here prior to 
election in which he made promises which 
induced many to vote for him. The prom- 
ises were not kept as they should have 
been. It will be in order for the governor 
when he comes here to ask for a vote of 
confidence to explain why he did not keep 
them. 


On Monday Gov. Yates began in ear- 
nest his “ fight for life,” as he picturesque- 
ly phrases it, by a speech at Cairo. He 
fired his opening gun at the trust press 
of Ohicago, meaning thereby every daily 
newspaper in this city except the organ 
of the Cook county republican machine. 
He announced that these papers were bent 
on “hounding him to death — favorite 
expression of his. He stated his intention, 
therefore, of appealing from their judg- 
ment to that of the people. 

Tus TRIBUNE does not believe that any 
of the Chicago newspapers entertains the 
slightest desire to hound the governor 
to his death.” It would like to see a 
long, happy, and prosperous life vouch- 
safed to Mr. Yates, but it does not think 
he has made an efficient governor, and it 
does not think the welfare of the state 
would be conserved by his reélection to 
that position. 

If it were not for the unfortunate in- 
terposition of Mr. Lorimer at the Peoria 
convention, Gov.

In this indirect 
but none the less simple way the tax- 
payers are taxed to put money into Gov.

A beautiful illustration of this scheme 
is furnished by Pontiac itself. Last spring 
the state auditor furnished a legislative 
committee with the follow figuree— 
July, 1902, being the latest month of 
which a record had been filed in his office:

The number of employés has been in- 
creased twentymine in the six years. 
Why? So that each of them can con- 
tribute $50 to the governor’s campaign 
fund. The monthly pay roll in the same 
period has been increased $2,508.46, 
Why? Because a percentage levied 
against the salaries will yield a larger 
return. At the eame time the number of 
inmates actually diminishes, indicating 
that the imcrease in the pay roll and the 
number of employés was for political 
purposes only. The figures speak for 
themselves. The condition is not peculiar 
to Pontiac. It is merely an instance of 
that pay roll padding which is going on 
in nearly, H not quite, all the state in- 
stitutions. 

This is volitional maladministration. 
Through the governor’s influence also the 
sum of $205,900 was diverted from the 
state treasury to the Dlinols and Michigan 
canal, whose usefulness has long since 
departed. It is not too much to say that 
but for the governor’s interference on be- 
half of his brigade on the canal pay roll 
the fight on that waste of money would 
have prevailed. That was also volitional 
maladministration. The people have been 
wont to laugh at the governor for his 
harmless peculiarities, which, while add- 
ing nothing to his dignity or to the dig- 
nity of the etate of which he is the chief 
executive, nevertheless bring no more seri- 
ous results than smiles. But the things 
for which the ne pers censure Gov. 
Yates, and censure rightly, are those 
frequent instances of volitional maladmin- 
istration, of unfaithful stewardship when 
he has sacrificed the welfare of the state 
for the welfare of his own political career.

Nineteen years ago, when Prince Peter of 
Montenegro was born, his father, the mon- 
arch of the Black mountains, bestowed upon 
him the title of duke of Zachlum. There 
was an protest from the court of 
Vienna, which pointed out to Nicholas of 
Montenegro that it was not merely a viola- 
tlon of all the ethics of royal and interna- 
tional courtesy but also a piece of unparal- 
leled impertinence to select as the title for 
a royal infant the name of a province belong- 
ing to a foreign sovereign. 

To this the prince of Montenegro replied 
that Emperor Francis Joseph had no reason 
to complain, since the real sovereign of the 
province of Zachlum, or Herzegovina, was 
not the head of the house of Hapsburg, 
but the sultan of Turkey; that Her- 
segovina was an Ottoman, not an Aus- 
trian province; and that Austria's control 
thereof was merely temporary and designed 
for the purpose of reforming the aéminis- 
tration. 

While this was, of co 
argument, it failed to allay the irritation at 
Vienna, and eventually the objectionable 
title was relegated to the Background and 
was no longer heard of at all, especially 
when, after the quarrel between the courts of 
Cettinje and St. Petersburg, the prince of 
Montenegro threw himself into the arms of 
Austria, sought and obtained large ad- 
vances of money both from Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph personally and from the latter's 
government, and sent his youngest boy, 
Peter, to Vienna for his education. 

— 


Now, however, the young fellow’s title of 
duke of Herzegovina has been brought into 
greater prominence than ever, not only by 
the prince of Montenegro but by the czar 
and by the court of Russia in connection with 
the military honors quite lately bestowed 
upon this the queen of Italy’s youngest 
brother, the scene of whose education has 
now been transferred from the banks of the 
Danube to those of the Neva. 

It is perfectly true that sovereigns hold by 
ancient inheritance titles signifying their 
rule over countries and cities that have long 
since passed out of the control and posses- 
sion of their respective dynasties. Thus the 
king of Spain and the emperor of Austria 
include among their dignities that of king 
of Jerusalem. The heir apparent of the rul- 
ers of Holland bears the title of prince of 
Orange, although Orange is a town of 
France. The king of Denmark is duke of 
Schleswig and duke of Holstein, although 
both of these are Prussian provinces, while 
the czar is also prince of Norway. 

But the present prince of Montenegro fur- 
nishes the only instance of a sovereign cre- 
ating and bestowing upon a member of his 
family the titular dukedom of a province 
subject to the scepter of another monarch. 

— 

Old Lord Portman, who ig in his Soth 
year, has created something of a sensation 
in London society and has dismayed his nu- 
merous children and grandchildren by the 
announcement that he is about to marry a 
widow of the name of Mrs. Livingstone Lear- 
mouth of Hanford, near Blandford. Lord 
Portman, whose family motto  “ A clean 
heart and a cheerful spirit,” i one of the 
great landlords of London, and remains, in 
spite of his advanced age, master of one of 
the most famous hunts in Dorsetshire—it 
was only the other day that hé met with an 
| accident in the hunting field which confined 
him to his bed for a week—and may be said 
to owe much of the fortunes of his house to 
donkeys. 

Many, many years ago, somewhere in the 
eighteenth century, the doctors, finding that 
the Mrs. Portman of the day—the great- 
grandmother of the present viscount—wazs 
delicate, insisted that she should be ed on 
asses’ milk. Her husband at once bought a 
large farm in Middlesex, where Bryanstone | 
square stands now, and stocked it with a big | 
drove of donkeys, gradually extending the 
holdings around his farm and becoming the 
chief purveyor of asses’ milk in London. 

The original farm cost him about $8,000. 
Today the former farm and the pastures sub- 
sequently added thereto are occupied by 
Portman square, Bryanstone square, and 
Manchester square—that is to say, some of 
the most fashionable residential quarters of 
the metropolis—and yield to Viscount Port- 
man, the great-grandson of the original pur- 
chaser of the farm, an income estimated at 
$1,000,000 a year, which is bound to go on in- 
creasing in size. 

In fact, there are years when, owing to 
the falling in of leases, his income has been 
five and six times that amount. Thus, in 
1888, when a large number of ninety-nine 
year leases fell in, not only were the rents 
raised to eight times what they were before, 
but enormous premiums were exacted from 
all tenants desiring to retain their old prem- 
ises. Indeed, in that year he received up- 
wards of $7,000,000 in this fashion from his 
London property alone, not by sale, but 
merely in the capacity of landlord. 

—— 


It is perhaps owing to the role played by 
donkeys and donkeys’ milk in connection 
with the fortunes of the family that Lord 
Portman continues to this day to supply the 
British metropolis with asses’ milk, though, 
of course, he does not continue to herd the 
donkeys in Bryanstone square. They are 
driven into Bondon every morning at an 
early hour from a farm in the outskirts and 
are milked at the front doors of the custom- 
ers, who usually are rich people and able to 
pay well for the luxury. 

The milking of the donkeys at the house 
doors of the customers instead of bringing 
the milk into town in, cang is to avoid any 
suspicion of fraud or adulteration; and I 
dare say that some of my readers who, 
spending the season in London and returning 
home shortly after daybreak from some en- 
tertainment, have met with a drove of asses 
assembled at the door of some splendid man- 
sion and have wondered thereat, will be in- 
terested to read this explanation. 

The Portmans aré an old west of England 
family, flourished in Somersetshire in, the 
reign of King Edward I., while in the reign 
of Queen Blizabeth a Sir William Portman 
was lord chief justice of England. They 
were one of the first families to receive a 
baronetcy, theirs dating from 1611, but the 
dignity became extinct through the death 
without issue of the sixth: baronet, who 
bequeathed his property to a cousin, Henry 
Seymour, on condition that he assumed the 
name and the arms of the Portmans. He 
in turn left the property, with identically 
the same stipulations, to a kinsman of the 
name of William Berkeley, since which time 
the descent has been without interruption in 
the male line direct. 

The father of the present Lord Portman, 
after representing Dorsetshire in the ‘house 

of commons for over thirty years, was 
raised to the house of lords by King Will- 
jam IV. a few weeks before the latter's 
death, being subsequently promoted to a 
viscounty by Queen Victoria. He died at 
the age of 90, and as his son, the present Lord 
Portman, is wonderfully well preserved, 
lithe, spare, vigorous, in fine condition, there 
is no reason why he, too, should not look 
forward to attaining the same great age, 
which means another ten years of life,

Proper Way to Patch Garments. 

In the majority of cases the patch is sewed 
on the wrong side of the garment, although 
in serges, merino, cashmere, and other wool- 
en goods it is sometimes hemmed or seamed 
an the right side, having the wrong side over- 
cast. The success of patching depends upon 
the patch, which must be square and which 
must match, to a thread, the goods on which 
it is to be placed. Many people suggest rav- 
eling some of the threads of the material 
for use, and this is a good pian if they are 
sufficiently strong to be worked up, but this 
is often not so, and if this ts the case thread 
which matches the material in quality and 
color should be used. 

The edges of the patch should be as flat 
as possible. Great care must be used not 
to pucker them when sewing. The finishing 
touch is to lay a damp cloth over it on the 
right side and press well, making it so 


smooth as to be invisible.

“It is not only true that I was not sent here 
as à representative of the eastern roads, but, 
as a matter of fact, I did not confer with the 
president of a single eastern line, and I do 
not think there was an officer of an eastern 
road who had knowledge of my coming, nor 
do I think that any of them had any notice 
of the conferere:. 

Through the courtesy of the officers of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association I 
was invited to present to the shippers and 
epresentatives of commercial organizations 
my views of the railroad side of the question. 

‘* Personally, I believe the rate question, 
and all important questions, in which the 
railroads and the public are interested, and 
touching which there is a serious difference 
of opinion, should be the subject of friendly 
conference. 

I have said repeatedly that no question 
could arise in which the roads I am con- 
nected with are interested, either between 
the road and ite employés or the public 
that I would not cNeerfully submit to the 
interstate commerce commissicn for decision. 

It seems to me that, in deferring until the 
ist of October the taking effect of any in- 
crease in rates that may finally be decided 
upon the railroads have made ample pro- 
vision for a fyll discussion of the matter, and 
that the taking effect of the proposed in- 
crease in rates should not be deferred beyond 
that time.’’

Chicago shippers and whclesalé houses will 
await with consicGerable interest the action of 
the Chicago car demurrage bureau, which 
will consider the demurrage rules proposed 
by the Hifnois Manufacturers association 
at the regular monthly meeting today. The 
rules, which were framed by the shippers 
and receivers’ committee of the Manufac- 
turers’ association, were the cubject of a con- 
ference last Monday n the committee 
and thé @xecutive committee of the bureau, 
which is composed of railroad men who 
handle loading for all roads with Ch 
terminals. The rules suggested and another 
t of rules proposed by the railroads were 
diecusse d, 

The chief point of Interest in the rules pro- 
posed by the Illincis Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation and against which the railroads raised 
the strongest objections is the 
agreement clause. 


Fight Over This Clause. 

This clause is as follows: 

1. Upon demand of any shipper or receiver, any 
carload freight carrier shall strike a monthly 
average of car loading and unloading time with 
Such shipper or receiver as follows; 

2. For every period of twenty-four hours’ free 
time unexpired, when à car is released from hold- 
ing by shipper or receiver, he shall receive credit 
for one day, which credit shall be set against 
and period of twenty-four hours, or part thereof, 
for which a day’s charge would be made, in ex- 
cess of free time, during which he may hold a 
car from the service of the same carrier within 
the same calendar month, but in no case shall 
mofe than one day’s credit be allowed to the ship- 
per of receiver on any one car loaded of unloaded 
within the free time allowed under these rules. 

8. At the end of the calendar month such con- 
tracting carrier shall only astess car demurrage 
charges against shipper or receiver go agreeing for 
days in excess of free time uncanceled vol releases 
in accordance with this rule. 

4. In accounting, each car and its holding record 
shall be considered to belong to the month in 
which the car is released. 


The shippers contend that if forty-eight 
hours eis allowed for unloading a car and the 
car is released within twenty-four hours, the 
additional twenty-four hours’ free time al- 
lowed by the railroads for unloading should 
be allowed to cover a like period when an- 
Other car is kept beyond the free time period, 
and that an average should be made once a 
month, if a demurrage charge should be as- 
sessed. 

They contend the rule wiil secure more 
prompt release of cars by shippers and re- 

éivers to the advantage of the railroads. 

he railroads argue the rule would make 
little difference. The real objection is that 
it would cut off demurrage charges practi- 
cally, which in the course of a year net the 
roads in Chicago something over $1,000,000. 
The railroads will make their final reply after 
the meeting of the bureau today.

It is understood the contention) between 
the Northwestern Hlevated as owner of the 
union loop and the Metropolitan DBievated 
with reference to adjustment of the charge 
made by the loop on account of the Metro- 
politan Franklin street terminal involves a 
difference at the present time of between 
$40,000 and §50,000 a year. 

The Metropolitan people have not felt they 
should pay the union loop % cent a passen- 
ger on passengets not carried around the 
loop but landed at thelr own terminal in 
Franklin street. After several months of 
negotiations no agreement could be reached 
as to the number of passengers using the 
Franklin street terminal, and the contend- 
ing parties began to make estimates of a 
gross sum annually that could be agreed 
upon. This sum was to vary with the m- 
crease in traffic of the Metropolitan. When 
the Metropolitan traffic was at the highest 
it was offered something like 630,000 by the 
union loop. The Metropolitan asked, how- 
ever, $60,000. Now Metrepolitan traffic has 
fallen off, and terms which were applicable 
then might not be held to apply at present. 


Of Interest to Security Holders. 


While there are a number of legal ques- 
tions involved, the question of most in- 
timate concern to security holders is the 
amount which should go to the Metropolitan 
for the use of ita terminal. It it were to pay 
to the Union Loop company \% cent on every 
passenger carried, and then be paid by the 
union loop §40,000 a year as compensation 
for the use of the Metropolitan's terminal, 
this sum would be equivalent to one-half of 
1 per cem on the preferred stock of the 
company. 

If it should be agreed that the loop has 
reached its full capacity under present con- 
ditions, then the income to the loop company 
would cease to grow, remaining substan- 
tially as it is now. On the other hand, 


should the Northwestern Nlevated, which. 


owns the loop, build a terminal on the 
north side of the river, it would take so 
many trains of its own from the loop, and 
permit a more extended use by the Metro- 
politan and South Side Dilevated.
